SECTION  E . 


WATER  SUPPLY 


A  survey  was  commenced  of  areas  recommended  by  the 
Parish  Councils  of  the  district  for  consideration  of  the 
extension  of  piped  water  supplies*  The  proposals  will 
eventually  be  prepared  in  conjunction  with  the  Wisbech  Water 
Board  for  the  Council's  consideration* 

The  only  water  supply  for  remote  areas  not  already 
covered  by  the  Board's  mains  is  rainwater  collected  from  roofs* 

The  Board  are  responsible  for  Chemical  and 
Bacteriological  Analysis  of  piped  supplies. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  cesspool  and  privy  vault  emptying  service 
continues  to  operate  very  satisfactorily  and  the  table  below 
indicates  that  not  only  is  the  demand  for  this  service  increas¬ 
ing  but  many  privy  vaults  are  now  being  converted  to  water 
closets  and  cesspools* 


The  emptying  of  sewage  disposal  plants  on  Council 
Housing  Estates  has  continued  and  it  may  be  that  this  work 
will  increase  as  dyke  pollution  increases*

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Following  difficulty  with  private  contractors  for  the 
refuse  collection  service,  the  Council  commenced  a  collection 
by  direct  labour.  A  Dennis  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle  was 
purchased  and  the  new  scheme  commenced  July  1953.  It  has 
continued  satisfactorily,  although  the  problem  of  suitable 
tipping  areas  is  becoming  very  difficult,  especially  in  the 
Upwell  and  Outwell  parishes. 


Road  cleansing  was  carried  out  by  the  Norfolk  County 
Council  who  are  the  District  Highway  Authority. 


VERMINOUS  PERSONS  AND  PREMISES 

No  action  was  necessary  under  Section  85  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  1936  for  the  removal  for  cleansing  of  verminous 
persons. 


Three  dwellings  were  reported  as  being  infested  with 
vermin  and  were  disinfested  by  the  staff  of  the  Department.
